It may be safely stated that a very large 
proportion of the labor of our courts is occa- 
sioned. by the ambiguity of statutes and the 
difficulty of reconciling the provisions of 
one with those of another. It throws rights 

‘and duties into doubt and makes ‘litigation 
unavoidable’ in order to. settle them, 
when there has been no _ disposition on 
either side to evade legal obligations 
or requirements. The difficulty has been 
simply:to know what they are. -This catise 
not only increases the work of the courts, 
but it greatly enhances its difficulty. It is 
the. source of the frequent. disagreements 
among Judges as to the meaning and effect 
of the law: and the overruling of such a large 
proportion of decisions on appeal. The evil 
is one which with accumulating 
legislation, and which we carinot very confi- 
dently expect to see rectified by greater care 
on the part, of individual members of the 
Legislature or its general committees. There 
ought to be somie agency, & permanent com- 
mission of légal experts, a special clerk 

qualified for the work, or something else, to 
revise bills before their final enactment, with 
the sole view of making them-and the exist- 
ing laws relating to the same subject har- 
monize completely. 


AMERICAN MEDIATION IN .THE 
SOUTH. PACIFIC. 

The news that Ohili,is advancing against 
Lima with an army reputed to be thirty 
thousand strong should not divert attention 
from the more important assertion that over- 


‘tures of mediation on the part of the United - 


States have been made by Mr. Curisrranoy 
to the three belligerents. The latter report 
is recent and telegraphic; * the former has 
traveled north by roundabout mails, and its 
burden of information is probably superseded 
already. by negotiations for peace, But even 
should the rumored movement on Lima turn 
out to be authentic, it need not interfere 
with the project that Minister Onristrancy 
has been instructed to carry out. The Pe- 
ruvian capital is probably not to be cap-* 
tured ‘without serious resistance. It may 
require siege operations, for there has been 
abundant time to fortify since the Chilians 
began the blockade of Callao: .There may 
need to be a decisive battle outside;of Lima 
before an investment is practicable, Even 
then, if decently defended, the city might 
resist a coup de main.. In short, negotiation 
for an armistice can go on 4s well with an 
advance on Lima as with utter inaction. Its 
chances of success would-be greater in the 
former case, because urgency would bring a 
pronipter decision. 

A greater obstacle to successful mediation 
is the difficulty of bringing the rivals to a 
common basis of action. The task of a 
mediator; under any circumstances; is apt 
to be ungrateful, although among the no- 
blest that any nation with the skill and pres- 
tige to fulfill it properly can gundertake, In 
dealing with the Spanish-American Repub- 
lics of our sister continent there may be en- 
countered a punctilio which will bar nego- 
tiations at the threshold. Perhaps the near- 
est parallel to this difficulty mlay be found 
in the East, whenever it becomes desirable 
to bring Turks, Greeks, Albanians, and 
_Montenegrins into harmony. Still, the ef- 
fort to end.a war which has drained the 
resources of three Republics for twenty 
monthsis praiseworthy, regarded merely in a 
humanitarian light, while, ‘in addition, the 
war has come to a stage in which the prop- 
erty and trade of neutrals are suffering from 
its continuance. ; 

_ The first difficulty in the way of negotia- 
tion will probably be to get the belligerents 
ona common plane ds to the existing facts. 
Peru and Bolivia may take the ground that 
they have tempted Chili at last to just the 
point. where they want her in order to fall 
on and crush her at a fatal distance from 
‘her base. This view would naturally so dis- 
‘gust-Chili as to break the negotiations alto- 
gether. In this aspect of the case it may 
prove desirable that hostilities should go on, 
pending the preliminary conference; for the

‘developing into the basis of a peace protocol, 


and possibly only when Lima is palpably in |. 


the. grasp of its enemy will the true starting- 


‘| by her arms these towns and the adjacent 
territory, Chili would have not only a great 
military advantage in getting these strategic 
‘points, but’ & great commercial ddyantage, 
Arica being the sea-port of all Southern Peru. — 
Should - her desires in this. respect be 
thwarted, as is not improbable, she may 
claim instead pecuniary indemnity, either in 
the surrender of Peruvian war vessels and 
eannon or ‘in the payment of apart of her 
war expenses, which latter provision, if 
“conceded, would probably carry with it the 
military occupation of Southern Peru. until 
the indemnity was paid. The task of ne- 
gotiating a satisfactory peace thus becomes 
complicated and difficult; still, it is made 
somewhat easier by Peru’s fears and Chili’s 
poverty, while the appearance of a Chilian 
army. Within striking distance of Lima would 
remove nearly all the obstacles.

THE NEW “GALLICAN OHUROH.”’ 

A meeting was held at Grace Church in this 

City a few nights ago in order to help M. Loy- 
80N to pay his debts and to build a chapel for 
him in Paris.. The amount which it is 
thought necessary to ‘raise for this pur- 
pose is nearly $18,000, and the: Bishop of 
Edinburgh, on his visit to the United 
States, hoped to raise half of the amount 
here. It appears that M.: Loyson, finding 
that the Old Catholics of Switzerland and 
Germany will have nothing to do with him, 
and that his private Church cannot support 
itself, has expressed a desire to have the sup- 
port of the Anglican’: Church in order that 
he may build up a ‘‘Gallican Church’’ which 
will in time supersede the Roman Church 
in France! 
« So long as France is a Republic and M. 
Loyson is not’ a Roman Catholic ecclesiastic 
engaged in teaching French children, he has 
an undoubted right to start all sorts of new 
Churches; but why members of the Angli- 
can communion should be called upon to 
give him money and to indirectly certify to 
his respectability is by no means plain. 
Were he a reformer contending for what the 
Anglican Church believes to be the true 
faith, it would be a duty to help and encour- 
age him, but he is obviously nothing of the 
kind, and his new “‘Gallican Church,’’ 
which he has induced the Bishop of Edin- 
burgh to recommend asa useful antidote to 
‘Roman Catholicism, ought. not to meet the 
approbation of either Dr. Pusey or the 
younger Tyne, 

The Protestant party in-the Anglican 
Church must be well aware that M. Loyson 
professes to believe all the doctrines put 
forth by the Council of Trent—the celibacy 
ofthe clergy being a matter not of doctrine 
but of discipline. He rejects the decree of 
Papal infallibility proclaimed by the Vati- 
can Council, but with that exception he is in 
point of doctrine as good a Roman Catholic 
as Pope Lzo himself. Why should Prot- 
estants give this man $18,000 in order that 
he may continue to celebrate the mass and 
to.advocate, by example and precept, those 
doctrines which Protestants believe to be 
false, blasphemous, and demoralizing? Un- 
doubtedly, M. Loyson will consent to abuse 
the Pope in return for the money, for abuse 
of the Pope in his official capacity is not in- 
consistent with the creed of the new ‘ Gal- 
lican Church;,’’ but is it worth while for 
Protestants to pay him so much money 
when they can abuse the Pope to their heart’s 
content without costing them a single penny ? 

It is equally inconsistent for the Catholic 
party in the Anglican Church to support M. 
Loyson. .According to their belief, he is 
guilty of schism, and owes his notoriety 
simply to the fact that he is an excommuni- 
cated priest, They must greatly prefer the 
Roman Catholic clergy of France, who be- 
lieve every doctrine that M. Loyson believes, 
and who have not brought themselves into 
disgrace by ‘acts of insubordination or by 
breach of their vows. Were M. Loyson to 
apply. for orders in the Anglican Oburch, 
and to cordially embrace the’ doctrines as 
interpreted by the Oxford Tracts, he might 
deserve. the support of the Anglo-Catholic 
party, but as he clings to his private ‘‘ Galli- 
“can Ohurch,” he has°no more claim on 
their sympathy than he has on the sympath | 
of the ultra Protestants:
